sex, should obtain, and fil in ‘the necessary 
forms, in order that whatever exigences may 
arise they can be efficiently met. It is an im- 
erative, duty to the State that this should be 
done.

It 1s not to be believed 
that the personal. message which Sir Nevile 
Henderson, British Ambassador to Germany, 
Ig taking’ to” Herr Hitler contains anything 
Dut a final appeal from the Prime Minister 
to refrain from such steps which must 
ead Europe into war, for it is inconceivable 
that he would at this last hour make any de- 
jparlure from the policy which recent events 
have forced him to adopt. One of the most 
pleasing aspects of the whole affair, and there 
fare very few of them indeed, is the calm man- 
ner in which the masses in’ both Britain and 
‘France are regarding eventualities, There is 
nothing at present of thé var psychosis which 
‘was so amply demonstrated on the eve of the 
(Great War. There 1s indeed, on the face of the 
facts, no reason for any despondeney whatever, 
‘and ‘certainly nothing to suggest that if these 
{atest developments do lead to war that the 
[democracies Wwill fall to gain the day. ‘They 
fare in a stronger position now than they have 
fever been since 1918, and the gain of a year 
since Munich has enabled them to perfect their 
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will they, if war is thus foreed upon them, 
enter it under the same disadvantages as the 
dictatorships with regard to foodstuffs and sup- 
‘plies, so that though the outbreak of war is 
Something greatly to be feared, it can, i it does 
come about, be faced with the greatest con- 
dence that’ arises not only from a knowledge 
of preparedness, but also from a full realization 
of the justice ‘of the cause for which the 
Entente may be called upon to fght. ‘Thus 
those people who are busy circulating sufficient 
rumours to make the ordinary person's blood 
jcurdie should refrain from doing s0,—the facts 
‘may be bad enough without the lying jade on- 
Targing upon them, — while everyone will do 
themselves and thelr country best service by 
‘accepting the advice given in 1917 by the 
"Wipers Times” to keep their tails up. 


Situation No Worse 


‘The situation in Europe at the time of writing 
showed no important change over the week- 
fend, and while there was much coming and 
[going, despatching and receiving of notes, there 
‘been very little news divulged which will 
port the suggestion that the situation has in 
‘any Way worsened. What will be the situation 
when the latest exchange of notes between 
London and Berlin come to be published is 
entirely another thing. It is clear, from Herr 
Hiter's reply to Mf. Daladier, that the former 
has in no way modified his stand, and that 
there can be no improvement in the situation 
so long as his original demands for the in- 
[corporation of Danzig in the Reich and the 
abolition of the Polish corridor are first met. 
‘Thus though Herr Hitler's note to the French 
Premier 1s conciliatory in tone, whatever ood 
effect it might have been hoped it would have 
Ig destroyed by his insistence upon his minimum 
demands. ‘The general proposition may be 
[summed up as “Surrender frst and we will 
negotiate afterwards.” That, of course, is ac~ 
ceptable to nelther France,’ Great Britain nor 
Poland, and unless Herr Hiller does modify his 
fattitude the prospects for the future must be 
‘gloomy. While the text of Herr Hitler’s note to 
[Great Britain has not been divulged, and will 
hot be until the British reply has been received 
In Berlin, it is reported that it constitutes an 
Jattempt to force a wedge between Britain and 
France. As the two nations are working in 
‘the closest co-operation with each other it is 
aimeult to understand how Herr Hitler could 
fever hope to succeed, and the fact that at 
this late hour he is sti endeavouring to do"so 
indicates to no small degree the desperateness 
‘of his position. It is obvious that he is doing 
hhis utmost to prevail upon the Entente to 
[change its attitude towards his Polish demands, 
Jand the real crisis is to be expected when it is 
borne in upon him that the opposition to his 
intentions with regard to Poland has become 
‘adamant, for he will then have to decide whe- 
ther he on his side ean moderate his views, oF 
whether he will seek to achieve hisends with the 
use of that force which he has mobilized. If, 

















a period in which Herr Hitler has been seciing 
to test out the ‘market, that will in all prob- 
ability, be the most correct view of the situa- 
tion, “That does not, however, mean that the 
crisis will not come’ to a comparatively’ early 
head, or that war is still inevitable, The pres~ 
sure ‘which is being brought to bear upon Herr 
Hitler is reinforeed by the sternness of the 
opposition which is being -offered to his de- 
mands, Both should be ‘sullleient to persuade 
hhim to change, unless there is something in the 
internal situation of Germany which may foree 
hhis hand, It is quite believable that he does 
not want war—no man in his right "senses 
does—but circumstances may be such that he 
is already in a position from which he ean no. 
longer gracefully retire. If that is so, then 
history will show that all he has been’ doing 
during the past fow days is jockeying for a 
position from which he may be able to throw 
the blame for another war, upon the shoulders 
of the democracies. He will not succeed, for 
they are Just as resolved not to yield as he is 
that ‘they shall, and eventually he has to 
make his decision. If he decides on war, 
posterity will undoubtedly place the blame 
where It will belong, and thot will not be with 
the “emoeracies, 





General Yamada Speaks 


General Yamada, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Japanese forces in Central China, recently. 
Addressed the foreign press in a Jong expected 
interview which originally was to have been 
held six weeks or so ago. General Yamada had 
‘surprisingly little to say in view of the tense 
ocal andl international situation, but he prob- 
ably was guided by the army’ manual. adviee 
that “a soldier's job is” to” ght, not 
talk. Rare in the publie utterances 
of leading Japanese during the present 
hostilities, “he goes down in record, in the 
English language, as referring to the Chinese 
as “enemy forces." Such a description, in Eng- 
lish at least, has been studiously avoided by 
Japanese spokesmen because as there is no war 
there can be no enemy. Gen, Yamada deseribed 
some of the difeulties of the hostilities re- 
garding the Japanese and third parties and 
pleaded for co-operation and understanding to 
avoid the many unfortunate incidents which are 
occurring. DiMeuities of language, custom and 
usage and warelime psychology on the part of 
the Japanese soldier were quoted as some of 
the ‘reasons. He algo mentioned bombing of 
third party” property, offering an explanation 
‘of the conditions in Which alr raids are carried. 
‘out as some cause for mistakes. Unfortunately, 
Gen, Yamada was so pressed for time that he 
was unable to answer questions otherwise he 
might have been asked to explain the bombing, 
‘of the two British ships at Ichang on August 
6, which remains as bafling a mystery as ever, 
especially as it has since been discovered that 
the acrial photographs tending to prove the ae- 
curacy, of Japanese bombing during the (wo 
ralds did not Include the steamers which were 
bombed and destroyed. ‘The most essential 
photograph covered a stretch of river and land 
Property well beyond the spot where the two 
steamers and HAMS. Gannet were moored. 
These vessels were not even in. the picture, 
which makes the counter-evidence less con 
clusive | than ever. “Nevertheless, General 
Yamada's statement will be welcomed as a step 
in the right direction to avold some of the 
unfortunate happenings ‘which have ‘marred 
Japanese activities in the Yangtze, and. in= 
ieates oMcial recognition of the situation 





























Foregone Conclusion 

‘The result of the application for a writ of 
habeas corpus in the High Court in London, 
‘in connection with the case of the four Chinese 
alleged to be connected with the murder of the 
Chinese Customs superintendent in ‘Tientsin 
was almost a foregone conclusion. As in Shang- 
hai, the Court dismissed tho application, and it 
is diMeult to see what other conclusion could 
possibly be arrived at. The men for whom the 
writ was applied were not subject to the juris- 
diction either of the Court in London or in 
China. ‘They were foreigners in their native 
land, and ordinarily subject to the jurisdiction 
of their own courts. It was obviously impos- 
[sible that either application could succeed in 
fhaviny the men brought before a British Court, 
and if there could have been any success at 
fall it could only “have been in obtaining an 
forder that the men should be released. If they 
could not be brought before a British Court it 
is not easy to see why it should be able 10 
exercise only a portion of the remedy which 
habeas corpus proceedings are intended to 
apply. There is, however, always the possibility 
that the matter may be’ carried to the highest 
[British tribunal, and that decisions already: 
reached may be reversed. One of the most 
astonishing suggestions was made in the con- 
tention for the Crown that there was no ease 
fon record where a writ had been obtained in 
relation to a foreign subject on foreign soil, or 
jeven for a British subject on foreign soil. If 
that is taken to mean that such a writ could 
not be issued in connection with a British sub- 
ject in China it.must clearly be erroncous, Tt 
may be quite tiue that all. the provisions of 
British law do not apply to Britons in China, 
but it would be a matter for very considerable 
[surprise if, in the British Supreme Court ex- 
fercising jurisdiction in China, a British subject 
‘were unable to obtain a form of relief which 
by now is a traditional right. Happily the point 
is never likely to be tested, for ordinary proce- 
dure provides again undug delays in bringing

Recently, it was hinted among

man Government in the Far East, following the refusal of Japan 


to join the Axis military alliance. 


At the same time, they said, 


Japan had been making use of the Axis in her aggression in the 


Far East, 

Japan had been, therefore, more 
a burden to the Axis than a help, 
‘and Germany tured towards Moscow 
for a new ally in Europe. 

‘The dramatic announcement {rom 
Berlin more or less substantiates this 
talk here. Chinese circles are wateh- 
Ing. closely future developments. in 
connection with the pact. 

Opinions Divided 

‘As hitherto only brief announce 
ments have been made from Berlin 
and Moscow regarding the desire of 
Gormany’ and the Soviet to conclude 
a non-agaression pact, and no preciso 
Information has been received here 
from Moscow, Tokyo, London or 
Paris, it is too early yet to predict 
what’ offect this new’ development 
will have on European and Far East- 
ern. affairs, 

‘This represents the concensus of 
opinion expressed in Chinese circles 
here today. 

Tt is admitted, however, that this 
new development is of a. most sensa- 
“tional character, and that it came as 
8 complete surprise, 

‘Views on the situation likely to re- 
sult from the proposed pact at, pre- 
sent differ widely. 

‘Some consider it will result in the 
immediate outbreak of a European 
War, us Germany, Jt Is considered, 
wil’ feel confident in_ marching on 
Danzig, with only the Polish army to 
face, ‘as It 1s Impossible, ‘certain 
quarters here declare, for either the 
British or the French army to give 
direct support to Poland. 

‘On the other hand, some say there 
will be no war, ‘as Britain and 
France, it fs slated, will now probably 
bbe compelled to sacrifice Danzig and 
Poland.

GERMANY’S COUP 
Aug: 23. 

By securing Russian agreement to a non- 
aggression pact Herr Hitler has secured an 
outstanding diplomatic victory which may 
have a profound effect upon the present situa- 
tion in Europe: It does not, however, justify 
any of the panic which has been displayed, 
nor the acceptance of any gloomier views than 
‘those which had prevailed up to the time the 
announcement of this new development was 
made. The advantages to both parties re- 
sulting from this pact are manifest, and 
though the ground appears for the moment 
to be cut from under the feet of Great Bri- 
tain and France, the ultimate results should 
not prove so -disastrous to them as first im- 
pressions would seem to convey. Germany 
under this arrangement would appear to be 
certain of Russian neutrality in the event of 
a European war, so long as Russia was not 
menaced through German activities in the 
Baltic States. This neutrality would ensure 
for Germany a supply of foodstuffs, and raw 
material, such as a neutral may rightly 
supply, ‘and gives Germany the chance of 
‘being in a better position to fight a long war 
than otherwise she would have been, while 
from a military point of view Germany is 
relieved of the menace of Russian might on 
‘the eastern front, and will, therefore be able 
to pay closer attention to the democracies 
in the west. From the Russian point of 
view the advantages accruing are of similar 
importance, Germany ceases to be a menace 
on the western boundaries of Russia, who is 
consequently enabled to devote most of its 
consideration to Far Eastern problems as 
presented by Japan. It renders ineffective 
any Idea of Japan joining the Rome-Berlin 
‘Military Alliance, constitutes a rebuff to Italy 
‘which ‘ardently sought Japan's inclusion in 
that alliance and to a very large extent 
weakens the strength of the Anti-Comintern 
Pact. Obviously when the most important 
partner in that tripartite agreement levelled 
against Soviet: Russian, has entered into a 
non-aggression pact with it, the positions of 
the other two partners are seriously weaken- 
ed, and it may very well be that in serving 
his own particular needs Herr Hitler has sown 
the seeds of: disruption in the coalition of 
powers he has been sedulously building up. 

It has been notorious for some time past 
that the German military command favoured 
fan out and out alliance with Russia, and that 
it was only Herr Hitler's personal opposition 
to such a scheme which prevented it being 
brought into being. By entering into this 
non-aggression pact he has made some con- 
cessions to the German military, for while 
st cannot be said that there is any real chance 
of a reconelliation between the ideologies 
for which the two nations stand, the half loaf 
‘of non-aggression is better than no loaf of 
military alliance. It is still somewhat carly 
‘accurately to assess the effect of this striking 
development upon Poland, but it should be 
yemembered that this decision renders cer- 
tain what was always a possibility until the 
contemplated British-French-Russian mili- 
tary alliance had been signed. There was 
always the possibility that in the event of 
‘war arising over the Polish question Great 
Britain and France would have to fight the 
‘Axis Powers alone, and though this non- 
‘aggression pact definite removes the possibil- 
ity of Russia being a military partner with 
the Entente, it does not create a military 
situation which has not already been anti- 
cipated. There is, however, the possibility 
that Poland may ‘weaken in its determina- 
tion to resist Germany's demands. It is not 
‘8 very great probability, for it is clear that 
the reincorporation of ‘Danzig within the 
Reich, and the seizure of the Polish corridor 
would give Germany ‘such an economic 
stranglehold upon Poland, that were it car- 
ried into effect Poland as a separate nation 
might very well cease to exist. That is a 
contingency which the Poles in their present 
temper may not be disposed to accept, for, 
if they did, it would amount to committing 
national suicide, and if it is found in the 
days to come that there has been no modifica- 
tion of Poland’s will to resist, it should be 
an occasion for no very great surprise. 
‘Should she decide that way then Britain and 
France stand just as much committed to go 
to her assistance as ever they were, and, 
while at first blush it might seem that 
Germany is in a better position than she was 
before, that improvement may in the long 
run prove more apparent than real. 

If the general result of this German-Rus- 
sian agreement strengthens Herr Hitler's 
hands for the moment, it weakens the Rome- 
Berlin-Tokyo axis, destroying any chance of 
Japan reaping any~benefits from entering 
info a military alliance with Germany 
and Italy, and constituting a rebuff to the 
latter which has been anxious to bring about 
such a coalition. It is quite obvious that, if 
Japan can expect no assistance from Ger- 
‘many, bound by a non-aggression pact, in the 
event’ of hostilities breaking out between 
‘Russia, and Japan in the Far East, there is 
no point in entering into such an alliance, 
$0 that the position of the three adherents to 
the Anti-Comintern Pact now stand in the 
following relationship with each other :— 
Germany in military alliance with Italy has 
signed a pact which clearly indicates that in 
the event of a Russian-lItalian dispute the 
latter could expect no military aid from the 








chief partner to the German-Italian Military. 
Alliance ; Italy desirous of securing Japanese 


adherence to the same alliance finds now that 
Germany has no attractions to offer Japan for 
‘coming into the aggressive fold, while Japan 
may very well perceive a very definite dis- 
advantage in the situation which has thus 
‘been created and recognize that the Rome- 
Berlin Axis has nothing valuable to offer for 
her inclusion in the tripartite military al- 
liane. ‘The general set-up, therefore, has 
undergone a bewildering change for the 
minor partners to the —Rome-Berlin-Tokyo 
Axis, and if the conviction gains ground that 
Germany is playing her own game, regard- 
less of her partners, or even heedless of what 
‘effect these developments may have upon 
them, it would seem, in the light of all that 
hhas happened, perfectly justifiable. It may 
be that Italy ‘will in turn be persuaded to 
enter into a similar pact with Russia. The 
suggestion seems strange in the circum- 
stances, but she has followed a long way 
down the German road during the past few 
years, and wherever the German chariot has 
been ‘going Italy has not been far behind. 
If that indeed happens, what of Japan? She 
may find herself as completely isolated by 
her present would-be partners as she is by 
the democracies. Japan runs the -risk of 
being left very much alone. In the clrcum- 
stances, therefore, too gloomy a view of. the 
situation should ‘not be adopted. No new 
position has been created which was not pos- 
sible at any moment, even if it was not re~ 
garded as probable, and if, as it is here sug- 
gested, Germany has betrayed her partners 
the ultimate result may prove to be an acces- 
sion of strength to the democracies. 








THE LATEST BETRAYAL 


Aug. 24, 

‘The conclusions arrived at in this column 
yesterday on the subject of the German-Rus~ 
sian non-aggression pact prove in view of 
all that has since come to hand to have 
been perfectly justified. By a well-timed 
coup de theatre Herr Hitler has definitely 
put an end to any hope of Russia being 
Included in a tripartite military alliance 
with Great Britain and France, and, 
though it is contended that it is stil pos- 
sible for the Anglo-French-Russian talks 
Yo continue, it must be obvious that the 
‘atmosphere ‘of distrust which must now 
prevail can in no way be conducive of 
a successful result emanating from such 
negotiations. ‘The realistic view requires 
that the situation should be accepted for 
what it is, and that British and French 
policy should be based on precisely the 
same political considerations ‘as those ‘which 
prevailed prior to entering into negotiations 
with the Kremlin, Looking back over a 
brief calendar jt will be remembered that, 
when M. Josef Stalin addressed the Com- 
‘munist Congress in Moscow, on March 11, 
he roundly denounced the democracies, 
while at the same time carefully refraining 
from saying anything to which Herr Hitler 
might take exception. ‘There followed very 
shortly after that the seizure of Memel, and, 
on March 31, Great Britain gave her 
guarantee to Poland to give her every assis- 
tance in the event of her becoming the 
victim of aggression. On April 13 Britain, 
and France guaranteed Poland, and Ruman- 
fa, and it was not until after that that the 
British Government, yielding to the pressure 
applied by Labour’ and certain sections of 
the Conservative Party, commenced, on April 
15, negotiations for a military alliance with 
Russia including France. ‘There should be 
no misunderstanding about this particular 
and important point; the guarantees yiven to 
Poland and Rumania were given regardless 
of any military alliance with Russia, and 
from that point of view the failure to arrive 
at such an alliance, and the conclusion of a 
German-Russian non-aggression pact have no 
material bearing upon the attitude of the 
British and French Governments towards 
the commitments they voluntarily entered 
into, 

At the risk of being accused of calling the 
grapes sour it, may very well be asked what 
worth the alliance would have been in any 
event. As carly as the beginning of th 
month that question was being asked 
Britain because of the “purging” from the 
Russian Army and Navy of seventy-nine of 
their leading officers, including General 
‘Stem, who last year directed the operations 
against the Japanese at Changkufeng. The 
repeated removals of senior officers trom 
‘the Russian forees has created very con- 
siderable doubt as to the capacity of the 
Russian army under the strain of war, and 
though an alliance would have undoubtedly 
been better than nothing, there was at no 
time in official quarters ‘any inclination to 
place too much reliance upon it. Tt would 
be better in this instance if the Entente 
were to decide to let the dead bury 
dead, and accept the new situation with all 
its implications. ‘That does not, however, 
permit of the doctrine being also applied 
with respect to Herr Hitler. In performing 

complete right-about-turn ‘from the 
Anti-Comintern Pact he has as completely 
betrayed Italy, and Japan as he has betrayed 
his own undertakings. It will be remem- 
bered that when the Munich accord was 
reached, Der Fuchrer stated that Germany 
had no further territorial ambitions in 
Europe. The Sudeten question had been 
































settled, and Czechoslovakia, in a somewhat 
attennated form had been saved from the 





perils of war. In a very short while it was 
completely dismembered, and Herr Hitler 
himselt gave the He to’ his assurance con 
cerning the absence of further territorial 
ambitions in Europe. ‘There subsequently 
followed the seizure of Memel. ‘The Munich 
Pact was not worth the paper it was writ~ 
fen. on. Germany's nom-agarension pact 
with Poland was of mo greater valtie, "for 
that also. was denounced, and the question 
which Russia may very well be asking her~ 
Self is exactly what is the worth of the 
ocument which is tobe. signed without 
delay. What xuorantee has the | Kremlin 
that, as and when it suits Herr Hitler, he 
will’ not again. dishonour the signatures of 
his representatives? Obviously "no. more 
than had Great Britain, France and even 
Taly after the Munich adventure. "A nation 
which’ erects a foreign policy upon such a 
basis is building on quicksands, and Russia 
may in the end come to regret that. she 
Was misled into playing so disingenuous 2 
game. 

There seems to be some sort of idea in 
the minds of writers to the Japanese press 
that this betrayal of Japan is not so serious 
as it would appeai, because this latest 
evelopment is but’ a temporary expedient 
fon the part of Herr Hitler in order to deal 
with the Polish crisis, and that, when that 
has been suitably disposed of, the Anti- 
Comintern Paet will bo restored to ite 
original purity. That may be a perfectly 
Sound. argument, Germany might just a 
readily betray Russia when the opportunity 
Serves. a$ she has her two partners (0 the 
Anti-Comintern Pact, and its other partner 
to the German-Italian Military Alliance. 
Sound though it may prove to be, it is an 
argument which, if Yelled upon in’ the pre= 
sent circumstances, may prove dangerous 
as a basis for future Japanese. relationship 
with the Rome-Berlin Axis, for if Herr 
Hitler can thus lightly throw over his com- 
mitments to his partners, what guarantee 
have they that he would not do so again 
should ‘he think it suited his purpose? It 
has long been a theory adopted by the three 
countries involved that time may outmode 
treaties, and justify their being disregarded, 
but even they eannot accept. the theory 
that that time proceeds with such rapidity 
that changing conditions can rob _inter- 
national undertakings of their significance 
‘overnight. ‘The pace must prove too reat 
for either Italy or Japan, if and when that 
doctrine comes to be directed against them, 
and it must be apparent that a degree of 
Uneertainty has been imported into. the 
relationship of the totalitarian "powers 
Which may deprive them of that degree of 
security which they would normally’ expect, 
even in their own peculiar’ eireumstances, 
So far as Japan is concerned. there is 
something in the nature of poetic justice 
that. the ‘doctrine she has been seeking to 
enforce in the Far East should have been 
$0 directly turned against herself. in her 
ealings with Germany, and the time: may 
yet come when she may earnestly wish she 
ould have been saved from. her friends, 
She has few enough of them, and one of 
the scanty remainder has left her badly in

xeaphs 1, 2 and 4 should be most effective 
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in ensuring that at least for ten years Ger- 
many and Russia will not be at war with 
cach other, that if either of them are at~ 
tacked by a third party the other will remain 
neutral, and that neither of them will Join 
any combination directed against the other. 

Logically, as Germany already belongs to 
the anti-Comintern Pact, she should at once 
denounce it, for if there is any combination 
definitely directed against Russia it is of the 
parties to that understanding. It may con- 
fidently be expected, however, that both Ger- 
many, and Russia’ will contend that the 
Soviel Government is not the Comintern, a 
distinction without a difference, which will 
in fact delude no one, and has certainly not 
deluded Japan for’ several years past, 
Paragraph 2 reads strangely in light of the 
offensive and defensive alliance which has 
been reached by Germany and Italy, Ob- 
viously under it Germany agrees not to 
assist Italy against Russia should the latter 
decide for her own purposes to attack Rus 
sia, a most unlikely event, but nevertheless 
fone which cannot always be disregarded, 
while paragraph 4 definitely forswears on Ger- 
many’s behalf any German-Italian combina~ 
tion against Russia. If it is contended, there- 
fore, that the new non-aggression Pact rend- 
ers the German-Italian military allianee null 
and void, it has to be with the safeguarding 
clause, that, while such an argument might 
be true when agreements and alliances meant 
something, It need not necessarily apply in 
‘these days when the sanctity of such docu- 
ments Is indeed in the eyes of some people 
a very frail quality indeed. In fact the time 
has come when the Italian Government 
‘might very well care to take stock of a 
position in which Herr Hitler is endeavour- 
ing to balance himself on two stools, the one 
‘opposition to the Comintern, or to put it 
bluntly the Comintern as represented by the 
Soviet Government, which is what Italy has 
‘manifestly desired,’ and friendship with the 
Soviet of which Italy cannot possibly ap- 
prove, unless, of course, Il Duce is willing 
so faclloly to abandon a policy which he hax 
sp consistently maintained. To do’ that 
would amount to the negation of Fascism 
and all that it stands for, ‘That is some- 
thing which, in view of the long years of 
Signor Mussolini's opposition to communism, 
it should be impossible could ever come 
about. That is the position which has to be 
faced, for if this non-aggression pact amounts 
to anything at all, the German-Italian Al- 
liane which directly derives from ‘the 
anti-Comintern Pact has been deprived of 
the greater proportion of its raison. d’étre. 
It may, of course, still remain good as against 
the democracies,’ but there is always the 
possibility that if it can be whittled away 
fon one side, the same process may one day 
bbe applied to the other. 

In the light of the provisions of the non= 
‘aggression pact it is by no means easy to 
see why it is claimed in Moscow that the 
Anglo-Russian talks for a military alliance 
including France can possibly succeed. Were 
they to be resumed, Germany would im- 
mediately object on the score that the fram- 
ing of such an alliance constitutes a portion 
of the democracies’ alleged encircle 
plan, and if there is any degree of honesty 
on either side, it would at least have to be 
admitted that such an alliance did constitute 
’ combination for the purpose of resist~ 
ing Gormany’s territorial ambitions. ‘That 
Great Britain appears to have realized, 
is evidenced by the return to Britain 
of a part. of the technical mission. It 
is to be hoped that the “rest will follow, 
for it is obviously the height of folly to pro- 
ceed with discussions, which must entail the 
exchange of a great deal of secret informa- 
tion, with a Government such as the Russian 
which has given so complete an exhibition 
of duplicity. “One of the most serious ob- 
stucles to. the continuance of negotiations: 
must inevitably be that that distrust which 
M. Stalin has consistently had of the British, 
is’ by now just as fully reciprocated, if not 
considerably increased. It was hoped that 
‘during the Jong-drawn-out negotiations Rus- 
sian mistrust had been overcome ; it is now 
shown that it was not, and a resumption of 
talks in the atmosphere which has now been 
created ean have no prospect whatever of 
ultimate suecess, and may do an immeasur~ 
able amount of harm. In the eircumstances 
the Entente would do well to regard the 
whole matter as the remarkably bad piece 
of business it has turned out to be, and to 
devote every effect to make the best of the 
situation. It is of no avail, however, to ery 
over spilt milk, especially this particular lot,

‘ance, and that phrase contemplates the En- 
tente going to war in her behalf. If Herr 
Hitler ever thought that his coup de theatre 
at Moscow would destroy that intentior on 
the part of the Entente, he must be by now 
a thoroughly disillusioned man, unless by} 
some queer reasoning he finds’ justification 
for the belief that even now he can gain his 
way by a display of force, or even by using 
it, without encountering that resistance which 
Great Britain, France and Poland have so 
clearly told him he will have to face. If he 
thinks that at the last moment the Entente 
will go back on their very definite commit- 
ments he is chasing an igniis fatuus, an idea 
created out of his own wishes. The attitude 
of the Prime Minister has been thoroughly 
‘well supported by Parliament which rushed 
the Emergency Powers (Defence) Bill through 
to complete enactment within the session, 
‘and by a House of Commons which demon- 
strated practical unanimity by its division on 
the question of initiating emergency proceed 
ings by voting 427 in favour to 4 against. 
‘The solitary four were members of the Inde- 
pendent Labour Party which claims that war 
is unjustifiable whatever the circumstances. 
Behind this parliamentary support for the 
policy of the Government, there stands a 
tunanimous Press and a virtually solld public 
opinion. The patience of the British. has 
been strained almost to breaking point, and 
it now remains with Herr Hitler to decide 
whether he will carry matters to that ultim- 
ate and fateful stage. He cannot now have 
the slightest doubt that his challenge will 
be accepted, for if he has he is either in- 
capable of reading the handwriting on the 
wall, or has been extremely badly advised. 
But the utterances of Mr. Chamberlain and 
| Viscount Halifax are not the only pronounce- 
ments which have been made on the crisis. 
His Holiness the Pope has issued an appeal to 
the world for peace, but it is so neutral in 
quality, as it necessarily must be, that what- 
ever value it may have from the point of 
sentiment is completely offset by failure to 
make an anticipatory denunciation of aggres 
sion. It is consequently interesting as an 
expression of the ruler of the Roman Catholic 
Church, but whether at this junction it will 
carry much weight again depends upon what 
Herr Hitler will do. “He has not in the past 
shown over much enthusiasm for obeying the 
exhortations of the Pontiff. President Roose- 
velt's appeal to the King of Italy has about 
it a most dramatic quality. So also are his 
further appeals to Herr Hitler and the Polish 
president. It is probable that the message to 
the former will fall on ears just as deaf os 
those to which Mr. Chamberlain addressed 
his personal message, and all that the ap- 
peal to Poland can consist of is to retrain 
from such action as would be calculated to 
precipitate matters. It is believed, despite 
Teports to the contrary, emanating from 
sources not wholly free from suspicion, 
that Polish conduct up to the present has been 
correct. Whether these appeals will succeed, 
however, depends entirely upon how definitely 
Italy has been committed to Germany. There 
has at no time been demonstrated by the 
masses quite the necessary degree of enthusi- 
asm for German-Italian co-operation, which 
has in the main meant that Italy should co- 
operate by doing what Germany wanted her to 
do. If then there is no real enthusiasm in Italy 
for this Danzig adventure, President Roose- 
velt has addressed his appeal to the right 
quarfer, but whether it will attain any real 
success’ is something which ‘only the next 
few days will show. What is of importance 
is that President Roosevelt has done his 
luimost in the eause of peace, as befitting the 
head of one of the greatest democracies of 
the world. Amid in doing that he has behind 
him the ‘sentiment of the whole of the 
American people. That is the significance of 
hhis message, and it may still be that these 
searchers after war in Europe may sooner ot 
later find it unwise to outrage that sentiment, 
Yet, nevertheless, it must be admitted that 
the situation is just about as grave as it pos~ 
sibly could be ; it may be expected that, dur- 
ing the next few days, developments will 
‘occur with increasing tempo, but it should 
always be remembered that’ until war has 











peace. For: that réason readers are urged to 

jew this crisis with all possible patience and 
calm, remembering that it has’ developed 
along the same lines as that which con- 
cerned Czechoslovakia last year, and that 
there is a possibility, remote as it may seem 
at the moment, that even now a peaceful 
issue may be found out of present troubles. 
‘They may rest assured that it will be no 
fault of the democracies should this not come 
about. If, however, these hopes are proved 
false by eventualities the situation must be 
met with the greatest confidence. The de- 
mocracies have justice on their side; they 
will have refrained from aggression; they 
will have embarked upon no hostile ‘action 
until it had been forced on them, and, 
armoured with this knowledge, fortified in 
the realization of the justice of their cause, 
they can afford to face the future with that 
rich courage and faith which alone can 
spring from such fountains. That does not 
modify the advice that it is perhaps as well 
that the whole of mankind should continue to 
bray that even at this eleventh hour this cup 
shall be removed from them. ‘That must be 
the prayer in the hearts of hundreds of mil- 
lions of people in Europe today, nay indeed 
throughout the world, but it will be offered 
with the knowledge that if the cup has to:

‘The betrayal of Japan by the conclusion of 
‘the German-Russian non-aggression pact, in- 
cluding as it does agreement not to join any 
combination of Powers directed against 
either of them, and thereby completely nul- 
litying the Anti-Comintern Pact, places Japan 
in. position from which she’ may, if she 
chooses, reconsider the whole of her policy 
in the Far East, not so much with the idea 
of radically changing it, as with the intention 
of allaying much of the suspicion and an- 
xiety; which it has created in the minds of 
third’ party neutral Powers, It should be 
plainly stated, for if frankness ever wat 
‘worth anything it is certainly now, that past 
Japanese policies have estranged’ countries 
which might have been her friends, while at 
least one of those nations upon which she 
has been relying has left her in the lurch, 
and there. is little to suggest that in the very 
hear future Japan may not find herself com- 
pletely isolated. ‘That is desirable from no 
Point of view whatever, and the fact is be- 
coming recognized even in Japan itself. It 


has been suggested that she might be in- 
duced to enter into a non-aggression pact 
with the Soviet, but itis difficult to see where 
tn Japanese circles there can be any support 

t 


for so radical change in Japanese policy.

Japan has stood for in the past, and would 
deprive her of one of her main reasons for 
conducting hostilities in China, It is sug- 
gested, however, that by a very slight 
‘modification of policy Japan might be able to 
bring about a state of affairs in the Far East 
not entirely at variance with the desires 
which so many of her spokesmen have on 
occasion outlined. There is reason to be- 
lieve that, if the Japanese Government were 
to explore the possibility of inviting Great 
Britain, France and the United States to a 
conference for the settlement of outstand- 
ing questions between her, and those three 
countries, a means might 'be discovered of 
‘bringing ‘an end to the present hostilities in 
‘a manner which would do credit alike to 
Japanese arms and statesmanship, Recent 
telegrams suggest that there is a section of 
Japanese public which is in favour of some 
such step being taken, and while it is appar- 
ent that preliminary’ moves would have to 
be made very delicately, there is no reason 
to believe that something of this nature could 
not be done, 

At the moment the issues which Japanese 
action in China have presented are confused. 
‘There has been no clear definition of what 
‘Japan means by the establishment of a new 
order in China. If it means, as so many 
Japanese have claimed, the total exclusion 
of foreign trade other than Japanese from 
China, it may be said straight away that that 
Policy’ can never be acceptable to those 
ations which have established themselves 
‘as traders in this country by honourable 
means and prolonged industry. If, on the 
other hand, Japan is ready to accept British 
recognition, as enunciated by Mr. Chamber- 
Jain, of the fact that Japan by reason of 
propinquity, etc,, has a just claim to a special 
position vis-i-vis of China, then a basis can 
be found for a discussion of the whole of 
the Far Eastern issues by some such ,con- 
ference as is suggested. On the side of the 
Powers this would involve recognition of a 
We facto state of affairs, which need in no 
way prejudice the present position of the 
Chinese National Government, and might 
very well in the not too distant future lead 
to that peace which this portion of the world 
so earnestly desires, Let it be admitted that 
this would be going a long way to meet the 
Japanese, but that is necessary in order that 
Japan should be given an opportunity of 
proving to the world the truth of her repeated 
assurances that she has no intention of 
damaging the interests of third party neutrals. 
The establishment .of a modus vivendi, 
whereby the eminent rights of Japan are 
recognized in China, and the existing rights 
of other foreign nations are admitted, should 
not meet with any insuperable difficulties. 
It would entail the meeting of some of the 
demands which Japan has from time to time 
put forward, and which, in the changed cir- 
cumstances, which would thus be brought 
about, could with justice be insisted upon, and 
if this does indeed amount to a compromise, 
it is one in which Japan not only loses 
nothing, but actually stands to gain consider- 
‘ably, and that without further damage to 
other foreign interests in this country. 

‘The criticism may be advanced that any 
such arrangement would be a departure from 
that neutrality which third party powers have 
‘maintained, and would amount to a betrayal 
©f the Chinese National Government. It 
would in fact be nothing of the sort ; for it 
merely involves the recognition of a state of 














affairs, which it is doubtful whether the 
Chinese will be able to remedy for a very 
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long time to come, and, therefore, constitutes 
a full appreciation of realities, doing no harm 
to anyone, and likely to be productive of 
much good in the elimination of the present 
misunderstanding between Japan and the 
three great Powers most immediately con- 
cerned. In order to emphasize this point the 
proposition is restated :—It ought to be pos- 
sible by means of such a conference for all 
concerned to make the best out of what is, 
and has been nothing but a bad business, and 
to bring about a greater degree of stability 
in the Far East than has existed for all too 
Jong a time. ‘The question is whether Japan 
will seize upon such an opportunity. ‘There 
is -every reason why she should. ‘The 
estrangement which exists between Japan on 
the one hand and Great Britain, France and 
the United States on the other has arisen not, 
from any duplicity on one side or the othe 
but from an honest difference of opinion as 
to the correctness of Japan's policy in China, 
At no time have the last three Powers ever 
Jed Japan to believe that they approved of 
what she was doing, and consequently it can 
never be alleged against them that they have 
let her down, The failure of the Anti-Com- 
mintern Pact has left Japan isolated in a man- 
ner which no Power should be today, and there 
appear to be only two cures for the evil,— 
either that she should make a complete 
volte face in her policy, and follow Germany 
into the wilderness of inconsistency, which is 
unthinkable, or so conduct her policy as'to 
remove existing tension, and make it pos- 
sible for other Powers ‘interested in China 
to co-operate as far as they logically 
‘That the other Powers would have to 
their part Is undeniable, but, until Japan has 
investigated whether that is possible or not, 
the present unhappy position must continue. 
Standing thus at the crossroads Japan has to 
make her own decision. If she makes it 
along the lines suggested she will have lost 
nothing of national dignity, but will have 
added to her reputation by a. statesmanlike 
recognition of the realities of the position, 


























JAPAN’S CABINET CRISIS 
Aug. 29. 

‘The resignation of the Japanese Cabinet 
yesterday morning is another of those quick 
changes which emphasize the kaleidoscopic 
character of political conditions throughout the 
world, but in the cireumstances, provides no 
occasion for surprise. ‘The reason given for 
this sudden and dramatic step is that Bayon 
Hiranuma feels bound to -accept the respon- 
sibility for the long drawn-out, abortive 
negotiations with Rome, and Berlin for a 
military alliance, the failure of which is 
thought to be partly responsible for the con- 
clusion of the pact ,between Germany and 
Russia. It is by no means clear why the 
Hiranuma Cabinet should have adopted that 
point of view, for the history of the past few 
weeks shows that, while the Japanese 
Ambassadors to Rome and Berlin we 
anxiously seeking to join the German-ttalian 
millitary alliance, and Rome was striving to 
persuade Germany to agree to the inclusion 
of Japan in that understanding, Berlin was 
by no means displaying the same enthusiasm. 
If, therefore, there were any delay in the 
matter it arose not from any laches on the 
part of the Japanese representatives, or even 
the Cabinet, which was divided upon the 
matter, but Father from the fact that Germany 
was by no means convinced that she wanted 
Japan as an ally to that extent, for reasons 
Which last’ week were made ‘dramatically 
lear. Germany has now made it quite plain 
that to her a quiescent Russia in European 
matters was much more to be preferred than 
an active Far Eastern Ally in a European war 
in which Russia might become involved. It 
was for that reason that Japan was so lightly 
thrown over, and if that nation for the future 
‘adopts a somewhat sceptical attitude towards 
Germany it should not be surprising. It is 
not to be believed that the military party in 
Japan which was so keenly desirous of bring- 
ing about Japan's entry into the alliance can 
feel anything but restive under the severe 
rebuff they have encountered, and in their 
resentment they may very well agree to the 
selection of a Cabinet which should be able 
to re-orlentate Japanese foreign policy more 
in accordance with the actual facts of the 
situation, 

‘Much depends upon the personnel of the 
next Cabinet to be formed. For the past two 
years at least, while the naval and military 
services have been able to bring enormous 
pressure to bear upon the civilian members. 
there has been a sufficiency of the moderate 
elements in the Cabinet to prevent the more 
grandiose schemes of extremists being put 
into effect. ‘There have been indications of 
late that the moderates have been increasing 
in power to such an extent that the more 
extreme militarists were becoming disturbed. 
‘Their reverse at the hands of Germany has 
undoubtedly weakened their position, and 
while it would be rash in the-cireumstances 
to suggest that it has opened the way for the 
immediate accession of the "moderates 10 
power, it can with confidence be said that the 
latter should now be in a better position to 
influence the policies of the ‘goverriment than 




















hhas been the case for a considerable time 
past. It is not to be believed, however, that 
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those elements which have been able to 
exert so much pressure in the past will lightly’ 
surrender the dominating position which they 
have held, and it may be that before the 
appointment of an effective Cabinet is com- 
pleted that severe subterranean struggle, of 
‘which the general public may never know 
much, will have to take place. That is all 
the more to be expected in view of the fore~ 
cast from Tokyo stating that none of the 
Jate Cabinet will be included in the new, one, 
for if that is indeed to be the case, the clean 
sweep which it would entail affords a wider 
seope for political manceuvring than if there 
were to be merely a reshume, with two or 
three Ministers dropped out.’ Apart from 
that, however, the formation of the entirely 
new Cabinet would afford an opportunity for 
‘a complete change in Japan's foreign policy, 
because it would be bound by no such 
inhibitions as those created by former deci- 
sions of its immediate predecessor. A new 
Cabinet, therefore, with an entirely new 
‘outlook ‘upon the general situation may prove 
to be the best possible augury for the future 
Jn the Far East, 

If, as it is suggested, the new Prime Min- 
ister will be General Abe, and he will be 
supported by General Isogai, as Minister of 
War, and Admiral Yoshida,’ as Minister of 
the Navy, it may be assumed that the policy of 
Japan, so far as China is concerned, will 
remain unchanged, That need not necessarily 
mean, that its attitude towards the rights and 
interests of third party neutrals in China 
would still be the same, and it is possible 
that, unfettered as Japan now is by the 
defection of Germany, it may with propriety 
seek to create a new policy which would 
bring to an end those estrangements which 
now have reduced Japan to a position of 
almost complete isolation, Thus a new 
Cabinet could very well decide to follow the 
Jines of policy suggested in this column yes~ 
erday morning; with a clean sheet before it 
it would have to go through no process of 
having to change its mind, but, instead, of 
simply formulating a new poliey in accordance 
with the vastly changed situation which 
forced its predecessors from office. ‘This 
sudden resignation of Baron Hiranuma’s 
Cabinet thus opens up entirely new prospects 
‘upon which it can with propriety seize. It 
is unlikely that the new Cabinet will make 
the same mistakes as the one which has just 
left office, for it is bereft of much of the 
‘material with which to make them, and while 
it is a tradition that one Government loyally 
carries on the major policies of the one it 
replaces, there is always that latitude allowed 
which permits of complete change being 
ultimately affected. As matters stand at the 
present moment a new Japanese Government 
would have all the opportunities for remedy~ 
ing the mistakes of the past, of formulating 
an entirely new foreign policy and removing 
much of the tension which has existed be- 
tween Japan and certain other countries with 
whom friendship better serves her interests 
than suspicion and distrust, Germany has 
auite clearly shown that she has nothing 
whatever to offer Japan, can have nothing so 
Jong as the present ‘understanding with 
Russia, an understanding which is detrimental 
to Japan interests, exists, and if the new 
Cabinet decides to' shop in other markets it 
will not be blamed. There is little else to do.

It is to be assumed that the 
workers have arrived at their decision to call 
the strike off because of the prevailing situa- 
Aion, and is to be taken as an expression of the 
‘determination of Labour to. support the! 
Government to the utmost in its handling of} 
present crisis. A general strike of the railway- 
‘men at such a time as this would have been 
unthinkable and might have obliged the Gov- 
ernment to take steps for the protection of the| 
nation which in other circumstances might not 
have been tolerated. Fortunately the workers 
by their action have ensured that in the event 
of war British transport services will be run 
at maximum efficiency, and any anxlety that! 
‘might have been felt ‘on that score has now 
been dissipated. It is to be hoped that the 
loyalty of’ these men will in due course be: 
recognized, not perhaps, by giving them all 
that they ‘demand, but by seeking some com- 
promise whereby justice between the men and 
the companies may be done. That the former’ 
Ihave some cause for complaint has been evident| 
for some years past, but the companies have| 
hnot been in a position to do much, and in fact 
only a short while ago were actually agitating| 
for “Pair play for the Railways” It appears 
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‘and, if some scheme can be evolved whereby

Situation Static 

‘The telegrams up to late on Monday indicated 
that “there was no definite worsening of the 
situation, for many of the developments, such as 
the recall of the shipping of various nations 
likely to be involved should war break out 
Ja normal precaution in times such as these, 
do not signify a serious deterioration in the 
situation. For the rest there is plenty of con- 
fusion, According (o the “Daily Express” Herr 
Hitler has made a further offer for settlement 
lof the crisis, the terms of which it sets forth. 
They amount to a reaffirmation of Der Fuehrer's 
minimum conditions with an offer of a non- 
largression pact to Britain for twenty-five years, 
fand of one to Poland for ten years. It was 
Jcomparatively recently that Herr Hitler tore up 
fa similar pact with Poland, and the fact that 
these instruments are of ‘such a temporary 
nature supports the view that he is in fact offer- 
ing no real consideration for the surrender 
Jwhich he is demanding, but which in all pro- 
[bability he will not get.’ From Rome comes the 
‘news that 11 Duce has succeeded in persuading 
Herr Hitler to accept the idea of a four Power 
‘conference with no preliminary conditions for 
the examination of the Danzig problem, a report 
which would be interesting, if true. Up to the 
present Herr Hitler has clearly insisted that if 
there were to be any conference it would have 
to be on the basis of the surrender of Danzig, 
Jand if he were now to consent 1o an uncondi- 
tlonal conference he would be receding from a 
position to which he has consistently held. There 
is nothing in the news to suggest that Herr 
Hitler has in any way modified his views, while 
it the report to the effect that he also requires 
the abandonment of the Anglo-Polish Mutual 
Assistance Pact, which was recently signed, is 
correct, then it is apparent that his attitude has 
considerably stiffened.

‘The suggestion made by a contributor to the 
correspondence columns today, to the effect 
that the Chungking Government might be ap- 
proached by the local authorities to grant suf- 
ficient exchange at the standard rate to enable 
them to purchase rice with which to cope with 
‘the present shortage, is certainly one which 
should be investigated. If there were a legiti- 
mate reason for whieh Chungking could with 
propriety allocate such exchange this is un- 
doubledly one, for it is essential that the well 
being of the ‘millions of Chinese in Shanghai 
[should be adequately safeguarded. By such 1 
means the heavy losses to which the two 
municipalities would be subjected were they 
to seek to buy foreign rice at the existing rates 
lof exchange would be obviated, and the practice 
lof 1937 could be reverted to without the enorm- 
ous risks which exisling exchange rates must 
necessarily create.

Small Money 


In view of the serious hardships _ imposed 
upon the poorer classes of Shanghal by the 
shortage of “small money,” it is to be regretted 
that the Central Bank continues to delay the 
distribution of the new one-cent and five-cont 
notes which arrived here some days ago. They 
should be distributed Immediately. Ti was 
originally announced that these notes would be 
put into circulation on Wednesday, but for some 
inexplicable reason they are stili being. with- 
held. Every day the situation is getting worse, 
and the expedient of postage stamps, tokens, 
iekets and vouchers only complicates’ matters. 
In regard to postage stamps, as letters inthe 
correspondence columns of ‘this journal have 
shown, there is a one-sided application which 
hhas resulted in constant complaints, As things 
stand at present, if the new subsidiary currency 
Js introduced into circulation and completely 
meets public needs, it is stated that the public 
stands to lose about $400,000 represented by 
postage stamps which have been accepted as 
4 medium of exchange and payment owing to 











the Inck of proper currency, On this point, 
theres considerable misapprehension. " The 
postal authorities have announced that 
they will not be aecepted because one 
stamps are sold they should be used 


for the purpose for which they are provided. 
Naturally, torn or defaced stamps cannot be 
used, but’ undoubtedly there is a Jarge propor- 
tion ‘which may be salvaged and used "for 
postal purposes because a mint and uncancelled 
‘lamp is still a stamp and in course of time 
this large amount in circulation can be absorbed 
if it fulfils postal requirements, In the mean- 
time, however, the need for releasing the new 
notes is becoming more urgent if the Chinese 
Government desires to maintain its own cur- 
Fency in this isolated part of China, “Th Hong-

though a semi yen-dollar system is in use there 
fre large quantities of one sen and. other 
small Japanese currency notes to be had which 
make ‘domestic transactions possible and con- 
trast greatly with conditions in other parts of 
the Settlement.

inquiry by such person or persoris as 
may be agreed upon.

Shroff Steals His 


Firm’s Money 


Shanghai, Aug. 23. 

A too clever Chinese shroft yester~ 
day tried to outsmart his employers 
and the Shanghai Municipal Police, 
‘showing rare imagination and fami- 
Marity with exciting gangster stories. 
But it was he himself who was out- 
witted and today, Wong Yung Ling, 
21, Is behind bars and awaiting trial. 

He went to the police yesterday 
with a well developed story, telling 
‘of how he had been robbed ot $2,800 
by a palr of armed bandits while 
‘making collections from the debtors 
of his firm, the Mei Yue silk 
Hong, 260 Tunsin Road. He said that 
just after he had come out of the 
Yung Hung Bank in Ningpo Road and 
was” walking along near Shansi 
Road, an acquaintance nodded to him, 
apparently as a signal. He was im- 
‘mediately accosted by two male Chi- 
nese, one dressed in foreign style 
‘ond carrying a pistol. He was forced 
Into a waiting car and whisked away 
with his bag containing $2,800 to the 
French Concession, the victim later 
relating to the Police the exact course 
followed to Rue Maresca where he 
said he was blindfolded and thrown 
Out, only to find the car gone with 
his’ money by the time he got the 
blindfold off. 

Suspletons Roused 

But the whole story rang false to 
the trained ears of Det, Sub-Insp. 
S. J. Gazeley who was in charge of 
the ‘investigation. Tt seemed queer 
to him that the man had not also 
been robbed of a gold ring which 
he was wearing and querer still 
that the victim should remember a 
vast amount of detail about the men 
who robbed him and the route into 
the French Concession, but not a 
single thing about the car in which 
he was carried. 

‘This crime was not quite perfect 
and after prolonged questioning. the 
shroff finatly broke down and confes- 
sed to having fabricated the entire 
story.

‘A. notifzation by” the” Shanghai 
Power Company states that beginning, 
with consumption periods ending in 
‘September the surcharge of electricity 
will be inereased to 120 per cent, 

‘An explanatory statement by the 
Company states: 

Tt has been with the greatest re- 
luctance und only because of the 
unavoidable financial faets of the ease 
that the Shanghai Power Company 
hhas been compelled to increase the 
surcharge to 120 per cent, effective 
{for consumption periods ending in the 
month of September. The Company 
is fully mindful of the fact that al- 
‘most everyone in Shanghai has been 
seriously nit by rising costs and also 
that a great many incomes are more 
or less" fixed in terms. of Chinese 
dollars, ‘The Company recognizes its 
obligation to provide electric service 
fat the lowest possible cost to con- 
sumers, but is faced with factors 
‘which have made an upward revision 
ff that cost in terms of local curreney 
wholly inescapable. A. few simple 
facts ‘will lead to an understanding 
of the situation. 

‘The primary factor is the inability 
to obtain coal except at prices in 
forcign currency. Ever since July, 
1938, all the coal purchased by the 
Company has had to be paid for in 
foreign currency, which has had the 
effect of placing electric service in 
practically’ the same position as any 
in,ported commodity. Prior to July, 

all coal came from Chinese

Increased Coal Costs

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IN THE RUSSIAN COLONY

Shanghai, Aug. 21. 

Whereas in Shanghai ‘the English 
and Russian colonies have no con- 
Selously created cultural and social 
ties, it has already been remarked 
in this column that in London—and 
all over England—the movement for 
‘2 clover understanding of Russia is 
Very much in the vogue. In Shang- 
hat where so mmy Russians and 
Englishmen have {ot more than 20 
years lived side by side, their rel 
Yons are 1 Yo accidental busl- 
fess and social connections and 
‘acquaintance, It is especially regret 
table that friendship between English 
and. Russian youth Is not actively 
hurtured if one discounts the fact 
that they study together in schools 
and have common recreation in the 
Foreign Y.M.C.A. This, however, 
seems hardly enough. ' In effect, 
these two colonies are living quite 
separate lives. 

‘There are, for instance, vastly more 
ties, among’ adults as well as youth, 
Between the Russion and French 
colonies. ‘This can perhaps be ex~ 
plained by the fact that the local 
French colony has always had men 
‘of highly developed cosmopolitanism 
‘and wide breadth of view on world 
culture, who have given the Russian 
colony” its due and have sought 
frlondship and relationship with its 
members, Much work in. this cone 
ection has been and is being done 
by the Alliance Francaise and by 
French interest in Russian schools, 
Russian churches and particularly to 
Russian art, Among the leaders of 
the French’ colony’ there are men 
who have learnt the Russian lan 
age almost to perfection since the 
years when Russians poured into 
Shanghal, Several well-known, 
French personalities are so popular 
in the Russian colony that in con- 
versation with them and among 
themselves Russians call them in the 
Russlan manner, For instance when 
Russians’ speak of Carl Carloviteh, 
everyone knows that the allusion is 
to M. Charles Grosbois, who has 
done so much for Russian youth and 
for Russian culture—music, the thea- 
tre, ete-—who has fully mastered the 
Russian language and always sp 
it with his Russian friends, 


Friendship in England 


th England ftseit it is interesting 
to note the promising start of some- 
thing the lack of which in Shanghai 
has been touched upon above, ‘This 
is the coming together of the Rus- 
sian Orthodox student world and 
English students of the Anglican 
faith. Begun in 1928 by means of 
gatherings, in the subsequent eleven 
years much has been accomplished. 
‘Phese meetings have given birth to 
the Fellowship of St. Albanius and 
St, Sergius, Today this organization 
isan imposing one, doing a great 
‘amount of work and having a periodi- 
‘own. It enables Russian 
n and women to spend time 
ind, learn the English langu- 
‘age, see a new life, and to widen 
their horizons 
In the May issue of the magazin 
“Theology” one can read an enthus. 
iastio account of such a trip. In 
the summer of 1938 an Anglo-Rus- 
sian camp was formed in the South 
of France, proving so popular that 
a Digger’ one was fovganized this 
summer. The chief aims of this 
camp are to create stronger spiritual 
ties between English and Russian 
youth. Classes, attended by both na- 
tionalities, deal with Russian and 
English culture, and the campers are 
taken on excursions all over France. 
‘Those who have attended these camps 
have ceased to regard each other as 
foreigners. It would seem to be very 
fortunate it something along the same 
lines were organized in Shanghai. 


Artist's Success 


Our Lady's Chureh, one of the 
first churches in the Russian colony, 
still stands on leased ground.

carried out sweeping reforms in the 
internal administration of the Mis- 
sion, ‘The Russian Orthodox Mission 
in China has been in existence for 
250 years. Since the beginning of 
the Russian Revolution and sub- 
‘sequent to the fall of the Government 
of Admiral Koltchak in particular, 
the Mission has not only ceased to 
receive any sort of financial support 
from Russia, but its activities have 
also changed somewhat in character. 

Previously it did missionary work 
among Chinese, and catered to the 
needs of Orthodox Chinese—ot whom 
there were many in Peiping and 
Tientsin—and of Russian Consular 
and Legation officials in this coun- 
try. Since* 1918, and after 1920 es- 
pecially, the Mission housed a great 
number ‘of Russian emigres. Rus- 
sians began to populate various 
cities in Manchuria and the larger 
ities of China, New churches were 
built, many schools were founded, 
‘and different religious, charitable and 
educational organizations ‘began to 
function within the chureh structure. 
Previously the Mission was headed 
by a single Bishop; now he has two 
vicars as assistants. One chancellory 
became inadequate, and a jurisdic. 
tional council was created, now e 
bracing the whole of China. For tho 
Russian Church to recognize divorces:

Closely following the demise, of 
Mr. P. P. Batolin, the colony "was 
atieved by the deaih of another pro- 
Minent Russian Ananeler—Mr, S.J.

He was especial- 
Jy active’ inthe famous annual far 
in Nishni-Novgorod, known all. over 
the Near East, being member of the 
Fair's Committee each time. In 
1927 Mr. DJamgarof left for Europe 
and lived in Paris,” In 1096. he 
arrived in Shanghal, and togetner 
with bis partner, Mc. A. Bachman, 
founded the Discount Savings Bank 
and the “Iranian ‘Trading Company.” 

Grand Duke Viadimir Kirilloviteh, 
head’ of the Romanoff Dynasty’ and 
Keeper of the ‘Throne, published in 
London a message to all Russian mili- 
tary on the oceasion of the 25th an-

Russians as well as foreigners find 
it hard to completely grasp the nature 
of the work which the local Emi- 
grants’ Committee has been carrying 
Sut during the many years of its 
existence. To say that this Commit- 
tee is to Russians what their Con- 
sulate is to other nationals in. Shang- 
hai would not be enough. Firstly it 
should be noted that only a few 
people are employed in the Commit~ 
tee, whereas they are catering to the 
needs of the largest European com- 
munity in the city. Also, the Emi- 
‘grants’ Committee receives ‘no materi- 
fl or moral support from any govern. 
ment. Furthermore, no other local 
colony has such a large percentage of 
Indigents, and the greatest part of 
the work done by the Committee is 
helping the poorer side of the Colony. 
Many indigents, sick and unfortunates 
come to the: Committee daily, asking 
for aid by means of work, mone) 
shelter or medical care. In the latter 
respect, the Committee gives special 
cards to people in need of free doctor 
ing. Armed with these eards, people 
ean apply to the French Municipal 
Ambulatory, to the Hospital of the 
Russian Orthodox Confraternity, to 
the General Hospital or to the Coun- 
try Hospital, There they can not only 
‘come for weekly inspections, but are 
placed in rooms for course of medical 
care. 


Good Work 


Quite a number of people come to 
the Committee asking for glasses, and 
for many years the optical firm of 
Mr, P. Pavio has been supplying in- 
digents with free- glasses on recom- 
‘mendations from the Committee. 
Furthermore two Russian doctors, 
specialists in eye, ear, throat and 
hose diseases give’ free ‘treatment on 
receiving letters from the Committee, 
and even give free surgical opera- 
tions when necessary. Unemployed 
also visit the Committee in large 
numbers. These are registered, and 
when an opening occurs they are 
called and given the chance to flit. 
When people with neither, work, 
shelter nor food apply at the Com- 
mittee, they are given letters of re- 
commendation to one or another 
charitable home. 

As regards the purely “consular” 
activities of the Committee, only re- 
cently a registration of the Russians 
of Shanghai has been completed. 
‘After the deadline for registration 
was passed, a fine of $15 was in- 
stituted in addition to $3 which the 
Chinese authorities require from each 
person registering. From August 14 
the Passport Bureau of the Chinese 
‘Municipality takes payment in the 
currency of the Hwa Shing Bank, and 
a dollar of this bank is equal to $1.80 
of the present currency. The indigent 
are registered free of charge—again

TESTIFYING to the high esteem in which 


hai, the late Captain H. P, 


was brutally murdered outside his Amherst Avenue residence on 
the morning of August 18, was given the most impressive military 
funeral ever to have been witnessed here, yesterday afternoon.

New Raw Silk Testing 
Bureau 


Shanghai, Aug. 25. 

A raw silk testing bureau will be 
Jestablished in Hongkew on Septem- 
ber 1 and a branch office of the 
bureau will be located in Yuen Ming 
‘Yuen Road for the purpose of testing 
jail silk to be exported to foreign 
countries, according to Chinese re- 
ports.

Health Report for July 


‘The Commissioner of Public Health 
reports — 

The state of health of the town 
during the month of July remained 
reasonably good, 

Apart from tuberculosis, which un- 
fortunately remains at the samo level 
fall the year round, the only diseases 
which “attained figures commonly 
described as epidemic were typhoid 
Jand the dysenteries. 

‘The typhoid incidence though high 
fs on the whole satisfactory consider 
ing conditions. 

‘ortunately cholera remained prac- 
tically absent during the month and 
Jonly two cases were confirmed ; more 
over allied choleraic diseases remained 
at a very low level, 

‘Whilst it is somewhat too early to 
be optimistic, nevertheless the absence 
of cholera, particularly in view of the 
fact that it is present elsewhere, is a 
satisfactory sign. 

‘The fact that dysentery showed its 
‘usual sharp seasonal rise in spite of 
‘the fact that its mode of transmission 
is known to a large section of the 
public, indicates a lack of personal 
care which no health department can 
‘supply to 2 population at risk. The 
‘most common source of dysentery in- 
fection is food contaminated in some 
‘way by the excreta of infected per- 
sons, though water also enters into 
its transmission. 

In Shanghal itis clear that dysentery 











is contracted owing to (a) inade- 
quate cooking or sterilization of 
vegelables and fruits contaminated 





through the agricultural methods of 
the growers, or (¥) the transmission 
‘of infection to food and drinking 
water by Mies.

Sig —At such an eleventh hour the 
only way to avert a European war 
is to call a second “Munich” con- 
ference, For the last dive months the 
term “Munich” has become some- 
thing humiliating in the minds of 
most’ people, But as the British 
Prime Minister said, “after all, the 
‘Arst and the most immediate object 
‘of my visits was achieved, ‘The peace 
‘of Europe was saved.”

“What are these five Powers who 
shall be present in that conference? 

feediless to say, Germany and Poland, 
as the main disputants, should take 
Part in it, Britain and France, in 
virtue of their treaty. relationships 
with Poland, also should be present, 
Italy's presence Is regarded as very. 
necessary and valuable not only 
because” she is Germany's military 
partner, but also because she can 
persuade Germany from taking a 
fatal decision and thus bring the 
dispute to a successful conclusion, 
How about Russia? With the con- 
clusion of a Non-Aggression Pact 
with the Reich, Russia has definitely 
abandoned any’ idea of making her- 
self involved in European polities, 
In this sense, Russia is in’ retreat 
and, therefore, she is entitled to be 
neglected at any international con- 
erence which aims at upholding the 
peace of Europe, 

What subjects shall be discussed at. 
the conference and what should be 
the solutions? In my opinion, Hitle 
speech on April 28 and Col, Beck's 
reply on May § should be regarded. 
as the basis of the discussion. At, 
the connection, one thing should be 
made clear: Danzig, legalling speak- 
Ing, {s nol Poland’s territory. The 
Independence of Poland is not to be 
violated if the Free City, of Danzig 
is through peaceful measures incor- 
porated into the Reich, Britain and 
France are not bound to ald Poland 
fon the Danzig problem. Knowing 
this, T suggest my peace terms: 

1, That ’Danzig be returned into 

the framework of the German 
Reich, 
‘That’ Danzig be demilitarized 
and Poland be allowed to 
ensure a free harbour in Danzig. 
‘That consideration be taken on 
the part of Poland to extend 
railway facilities in the Corridor 
in favour of Germany. 
That a 10-year Non-Aggression 
Pact be signed between Ger- 
many and Poland, with Britain, 
France and Italy ‘as guarantees. 
‘These terms, reasonably interpreted, 
are not detrimental to Poland's 
sovereign, rights and also ean satisty 
Germany's claims of self-determina- 
tion, T- fervently appeal to the 
Fuehrer not to “let loose upon the 
world another war in which eiviliza~ 
tion will inevitably succumb,” for 
the result of a general Buropean war 
among capitalistic states means the

Tt goes without saying that there 
should be adopted with the least pos~ 
sible delay a standard name for the 
Chinese “currency. ‘The Chinese 
Dollar, or Yuan in Chinese, should 
have @ uniform name in abbreviated 
form, commonly and unmistakably 
understood by all forelgners. For 
instance, the Chinese Maritime Cus 
toms office uses the Customs Gold 
Unit (or C.G.U.) for imports into 
China and the standard (silver) 
dollar (or St. $) for exports from 
China. 


Latterly, 1 happened to come upon 
‘a scholarly treaties on Chinese cur 
Feney. ‘The’ concluding remarks of 
this article throw a ray of new light 
on the subject under discussion. ‘To 
quote: “The national currency unit 
of China today is the Yuan, or the 
Chinese dollar with its fractional 
Unit ealled Fen, or the Chinese cent.

The Way to Peace: 


‘The View of a Chinese 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cuixa Dany News” 

Sm-Since Mrs. EM. Winans, 
whose letter appeared in your columns. 
of Sunday last, is able to view with 
detachment the indignities which her 
countrymen and women have suffer. 
ed, unprovokedly, from the hands of 
the Japanese and thelr stooges, 1 am 
inelined to believe that her opinion 
fou the present Japanese action in 
[China has been inspired by nothing 
other than a purely academic sense 
of justice and that this belated letter 
of mine will find ready understanding. 


‘The broadmindedness of the Japan- 
ese towards nudity is well known, 
But what are we to make of those 
sslappings, delays at the barrier, and 
rough-handlings in general? Surely, 
they themselves would not have sub- 
mitted to them with equanimity ? 
Granted that those Britons involved, 
‘ac foreigners in general, were not ac- 
customed to searches and question 
ings and might have in cases reacted 
to (them in a manner which, in the 
‘China ‘who, on the other hand, have 
bbeen accustomed to have things their 
own way, could have been consider- 
‘ed “provocative,” the fact remains 
that Britons have been singled out 
for treatments to which other na- 
tionals are rarely subjected to, 

“It I imagine myself to be a Ger- 
‘man or Japanese reading eritical ar 
eles in British papers,” writes Ms. 
‘Winutanas, “I can see the reason for 
the annoyance ereated abroad.” Such 
‘a liberal attitude in these times of 
Ideological and national fanatism is 
to be admired and deserves recipro- 
cation. 

If T—the peesent writer—imagined 
myself a German or a Japanese, this 
is what I would say to mysel 

Both in action and eriticism we 
take the offensive, while the British 
and those behind them are always on 
the defensive. We demand conces- 
sions and obtain some of them, while 
they don't even refuse all of them. 
‘Our press cannot express anything 
except with governmental sanction, 
‘while they have no means of con: 
trolling public opinion; yet our at- 
tacks have been by far more ruthless 
than theirs. And, in oficial quarters, 
‘our ulterances have been unrestrained 
abuses and theirs mostly timid pleas 
for understanding. It is we who are 
claiming a “superiority” with our 
“snered destiny” and “holy mission.” 

‘As a German 1 would compare our 
treatment of minorities with that of 
‘other nations and ask myself whether 
we deserve those criticisms and more. 
1 would remember how the late 
Chancellor Stresemann lauded the 
Czech treatment of the German mi- 
nority in contrast to the Polish and 
‘would think of the lot of Germans 
in South Tyrol under the Italians. 

‘As a Japanese I would ask myself 
how we ourselves would react, if an= 
‘other country carried its “self-de- 
fence" inside our borders; how, if 
our rights and interests on’ the con- 
tinent were trampled upon, the way 
we are doing, by another third power; 















fed ‘with criticisms alone. 
Great Britain the least offensive of 
the major third powers, as far as we 
were concerned ? Wasn't the Ame- 
rican press, in the East as at home, 
much franker in its eriticisms, and 
thé U.S. Administration more to the 
point in both statement and action ? 
‘And what about Changkufeng and the 
‘almost daily’ clashes on the Russian 
border ? 

‘There is only one inference, in 
Europe as in Asia: the line of the 
east. resistance! 

As to “the sins of my own country,” 
Mas, Wutiams is evidently one more 
of the victims of the time-worn but 
Still effective formula : “Cast the frst 
stone!” 

How much the Saviour must be 
chagrined at the abuse this phrase 
has been subjected to. Instead of 
enjoining forbearance, it has en- 
couraged international brigandage 
and served as a shield for irrespon- 
sibility, faithlessness and cowardice ! 

No wrong can right another one. 
The way to atone a sin is to make 
corrections and restitutions, and not 
by condoning the sins of others. 
Dougias Reed, in his “Insanity Fair,” 
hes a saner outlook. Though com- 
paring England with a “reformed 
burglar turned moralist” trying to 
“buy off the new burglar by giving 
him’ the spoons—but not your own 
spoons, somebody else's spoons,” he 
nevertheless asserts that “England 
‘could have given the peacebreakers 
‘an unforgettable lesson, and never 
mind how we got our own Empire. 
We might very well give away some 
of the Empire once we have shown 
that we are able to trounce anybody 
who starts trouble.” 

Let us take the attitude of the die- 
hard Isolationists of America: “Ex- 
gangsters against gangsters.” | There 
fs a world of difference between a 
gangster and an ex-gangster, for the 
fatter is on the side of law and 
order, whatever ‘his past, records, 3

‘More than that. During the empire- 
building days of the British there was 
‘a different moral standard for inter- 
fnational dealings. Honour among, 
thieves, you might say, but still a 
code that was observed more or less. 
There was no Anti-Wor Pact, no 
[League Covenant, no Nine-Power 
Treaty. so readily ‘broken these days. 

‘And is it really necessary to drag. 
[Britain to the same level as that of 
the totalitarian states? While. the’ 
aggressor nations are creating om- 
pires at the expense of the weak and 
inoffensive, “not of the existing 
Jempires, Britain is actually. releasing 
the grip on her own Empire. Would 
Ireland have obtained Home Pule 
under Japan or Germany? Would the 
[Dominions have enjoyed semi-inde- 
pendence? Even in the colonies, 
though the British have not ruled 
‘with the same disinterestedness as the 
Americans have In. the Philippines 
Jand Hawaii, there have been changes 
{for the better. Would a Ghandi have 
fasted 24 hours under totalitarian 
rule; and wouldn't a dictator have 
made a short shrift, by way of tanks, 
bombers and machine guns, with both 
Jews and Arabs? And think of the 
Egyptian oil dispute, for example, and 
jaf the outcome, had the other party 
been a dictator. 

Morally, to sin may be the worse 
Jot the two, but, in practice, to con- 
Jdone sins has‘ by far the graver 
Jconsequences, as events of the past 
jdecade have shown. So let us, sin- 
ners and saints alike, at least pay a 
passive tribute to virtue by condemn- 
ing sins with the same ruthlessness 
with which they are committed, if we 
lack the éourage and ability: to pre~ 
vent them by actions.

Sin—The fundamental issue now is 
whether Japan is prepared to. grant 
China a life of her own or regard 
ber as a conquered vassal state. It 
the first attitude is the true one. 
there is hope for an early peace and 
lasting settlement, If the second 
attitude: prevails, the Chinese see no 
alternative to fighting “on. Can any 
Japanese blame them? How would 
Japanese themselves feel if confront- 
fed with the issue of ignoble surrender 
or a fight for national life? 

‘There is not only our national, but 
actually our personal life at stake. 
For instance, my own town is des- 
troyed where our home, our farm, our 
business, our Industry, our market, 
‘our hall of ancestors and our temple 
fof gods eannot be found any more. 
So many near and distant relatives 
are dead, or sick, or destitute, ‘Those 
exeeptionally abie, patient and cour- 
fageous folks who survive again move 
about there, but they ‘are under 
exploitations of many” kinds, “How 
they sulfer under and before the so- 
called expeditionary forces, pacifte 
organizations, special services! f won- 
der if the worse oppressed Koreans 
across the sea would not consider 
themselves more fortunate in view 
of what happens here. 

Tam still an old-fashioned Chinese 
scholar in spite of the “new” educ 
tion T received after 1913, Naturally 
Tam in favour of peace and even 
compromise, but 1 see neither a 
Prospect of peace nor a way to com- 
promise. What I see everywhere is 
organized and unorganized, open and 
secret, direct and indirect horrid 
exploitation which is turning China 
into so terrible a hell, T am asham~ 
ed in my heart of myself and my 
kind for being unable to overcome or 
even resist It, Whether fighting goes 
fon or not and whether new or old 
order “succeeds,” I am afraid, there 
‘must be misery and poverty and op- 
pression long after all the Chinese of 
my age die out. Heavily the soul of 
China suffers and even the Chinese 
children, including mine, ~ suffer 
spiritually though apparently they are 
playing around care free. “How can 
there be peace with justice and joy 
while ruin spreads with servitude?

A Correspondent’s Anxiety 


To the Editor of the

‘Su,—The recent rise in price of 
rice has badly hit the already wretch 
ed Chinese iesidents of this city, 
especially these of middie and lower 
classes. “A picul of rice costing $26| 
‘oF s0 is unprecedented and is cer- 
tainly beyond the average buying| 
power of the man in the street. 

‘AS we generally know, a great 
portion of the present Shanghat re-' 
Sidents are refugees from the in- 
terior. “These people have been liv- 
ing either on their previous savings 
or by the support of their relatives 
or friends. ‘That their conditions 
are pitiful is too well-known  to| 
need" mentioning. Ever since the| 
beginning of this year, a number of 
these people have been returning to 
their native towns on aecount of the 














igh cost of living prevailing in this 
city, This exedus Js observed to 





have come to its crowning point dur-| 
ing the past several months. Ac-| 
cording to a recent report published| 
in the local papers, the number of 
residents in the International” Settle- 


ment and French Concession in 
‘Shanghai has been reduced by one 


year and further reduction “is ex- 
ected towards the end of current 
Year. The huge reduction in number 
‘of residents will probably give one 
Some impression as to the seriousness 
of the local economical condition. 

In this connection, it might as well 
be pointed out that Tesidents in| 
Hongkew and Yangtszepoo districts 
have been greatly increased since the 
beginning of this year. This is un- 
doubtedy due to the cheaper’ rent 
and lower price of daily necessities 
Prevailing in these areas ‘compared 
‘with those in the Settlement and 
Concession. ‘The reduction in num 
ber of residents in the Seltiement and 
Concession has given rise to some 
anxiety among the local business and 
financial circles. Business in general 
was flourishing last year. Some bust 
hes is said to have reaped such a huge’ 
promt that they have had never en- 
Joyed before. Further, a considerable 
umber of new shops have sprung 
up last year to meet the increasing 
demand ‘on the part of population. 

‘A contrast of Conditions of current| 
year to that of last leads one to 
Worry very much about the ‘future 
of this metropolis “Asa sequel to 
the reduction of residents in. the 
Settlement and Concession business 
firms are the first to suffer. ‘The fall 
jn value of Chinese dollars has in- 
ereased the prices of various com- 
modities to such a degree that they 
fare generally beyond the reach of 
Working class. Among those the most 
hard hit one are, of course, the im- 
ort firms,” Some Import firms have 
practically no business to do. since 
the fall of dotiar, and as the time is 
going on there seems no alternative 
{or them but to close up the business, 
Firms other than this category, 
though are less unfortunate, but the 
difference is only in degree. 

‘The situation is aggravated by the 
recent rise in price of rice, which is| 
the prelude tothe general increase 
in price of practically every kind of 
commodity. "With the exception of a 
few wealthy class, "most people are 
‘unable to afford the” sky-high price 
and are being in a state of disaster. 
Notwithstanding the pains. we suffer, 
the prices of tice and other —com: 
modities show no sign of droppin 
down; instead. ‘there is every pos 
Sibility of their going up. “The 
Ultimate result will be. that there 
Will be no. buying power on the| 
part of “population “to” meet” the 
high price. It. the present situa 
thon were allowed " to continue 
unabated the time would not be long 
before the business world in Shang= 
hal come to a general depression, it 
not bankruptey.

‘without discount the unusable stamps 
for the new notes. The P.O, won't 
‘even lose on the cost of printing or 
overhead, for it is a sure thing that 
at Yeast 10 per cent. of these stamps 
have already been lost. 

This is no time for government in- 
stitutions to make money from the 
very poor. 

It is, however, necessary that there 
should be many points .of exchange, 
for these hand-to-mouth small trad~ 
ers simply cannot afford to stand for 
perhaps hours in queues, Also, hold- 
‘ers of the stamps must be warned to 
sort out beforehand the different 
values. 

Tt ‘would speed up the ex- 
changing if at first only one cent 
stamps were taken Jn, then two cent 
ones and 50 on, full notice being 
‘given beforehand.

Message to Italian King Followed by Suggest

Washington, Aug. 25. 
FOLLOWING his message to the King of Italy from whom he 
sought suggestions which might avoid war in Europe, Presi- 
dent Franklin Roosevelt yesterday despatched urgent appeals for 
peace to Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler, and the President of Poland, 
M. Ignace Moscicki. The eleventh-hour messages urging con- 
lation instead of conflict were drafted by the President of the 
United States after one hour of close consultation with the Secre- 
tary of State, Mr. Cordell Hull, and the Under-Secretary; Mr.

President Roosevelt, in his new 


message, asked Herr Hitler to agree to the procedure of pacific 
settlement to which Poland has now given her assent. 


President Roosevelt adopted 


‘a similar procedure during the 


crisis over Czechoslovakia ‘last year when the American Chief 
Executive addressed two telegrams to Herr Hitler, the second 
having followed the receipt of the first replies from the Fuehrer 


and the Czech President Dr, Edouard Benes. 


‘Today, however, 


the State Department has no indication of the German Chancellor's 


intention to reply to the President’s first appeal. 


‘The message 


is the fifth appeal in favour of peace addressed to Herr Hitler 


in less than a_year. 


‘An American State Department spokesman 


declared that President Roosevelt expressed his extreme gratitude 


to the Polish President for his reply. 


‘The following Is the full text of 
the President's second message to 
Heer Hitler: 

"I have just received from the 
President of the Polish Republic a 
reply to the message T addréssed to 
him, as well as to Your Excellency 
last ‘night, This reply is drafted as 
follows: 

“'T highly appreciate the very im- 
portant and very moderate message 
that Your Excellency had the kind- 
‘ness to address to me. I desire to 
stress the fact that the Polish Gov- 
ernment has always considered direct 

wegotiations between governments as 
the most appropriate method 
solve diMeulties which may arise 
between them. And we consider 
this method even more _ practical 
when it is adopted by two neighbour 
states. Tt ig by virtue of this prin-

By: his reply 
to my message the President of the

His Majesty's Government, the 
reply continues, have always ‘main 
tained that the case should be dealt 
with on ils merits and without re- 
ference to other issues arising from 
‘the situation at Tientsin.

A GRAND OLD WARRIOR

Some weeks ago a rugged old warrior left 
the Tibetan frontier for his home in Califor~ 
nia. W. H. Standifira, with his wife and little 
boy Wes, arrived in China in 1932, The 
Tibetan ‘border being their objective they 
made the long, arduous journeys across 
Yunnan, up the dangerous V-shaped gorges 
of the Mekong, across the: Yangtze at Ju- 
ba-long, to the little semi-Tibetan city of 
Batang, This'long journey took them through 
robber country where the Duncans and Mac- 
leods were robbed of all thelr earthly pos- 
sessions, and with their little children left 
with only the clothes they were wearing. 
Between Yenching and Batang the Standi- 
firds spent some time with one of the biggest 
brigand inearnations on the Tibetan frontier, 
and the Namka Lama entertained the Ameri- 
cans with, the gentle purpose of assessing his 
Visitors. Mr. Standifird claims he belongs to 
no particular denomination ; his religious 
outlook, however, inclines towards what is 
known ‘as Pentecostalism. If one lived next 
door to him ‘he might put him down as a 
Holy Roller. When the Standifirds were in 
residence with the Namka Lama they saw 
‘much of the stuff that had been robbed from 
the Duneans and the Macieods, 


‘The Namba incarnation soon made the dis- 
covery that he was not entertaining Presby- 
terians or even Anglicans. ‘The Standifirds, 
father, mother, and son, firmly believed in| 
the roving personality of the Devil, and were 
prepared to resist him at every turn, They 
discovered that the Namka lamasery was the 
dark abode of demonism in every shape and 
form. They were assured that devils and| 
demons and unclean spirits, thousands of 
them, made the Namka jamasery thelr 
habitat, Luther threw an ink pot at the 
devil but Standifirds seemed to have a more 
effective method. They sang and sang and 
sang till the walls of the lamasery resounded 
with their hymns. And this proved too much 
for he brigand incarnation. ‘The Standifirds 
were poor so the Namka Lama invited them 
to move on. Apparently they were not 
\worth robbing, so unmolested they continued 
their Journey ‘up the Yantze to the famous 
little city of Batang. Here they lived for 
some time before coming out to Tachienlu 
in the summer of 1933. 


‘Though very poor in this world's goods, 
they daringly undertook the care of six little 
Batang orphans—two boys and four girls. 
Batang, an outpost in the Chinese Empire, 
has always maintained a Chinese garrison. 
It Ues on the left bank of the Yangtze at a 
point some 3,000 miles from the Coast, To 
the West les Tibet and India; to the East 
stretches Szechuan and China, Batang is 
voughly 20 travelling days west of Tachientu. 
‘The Chinese soldiers’ therefore, in this. dis- 
tant outpost, feol themselves very far from 
home; so to comfort their hearts in their 
loneliness they take unto themselves young 
‘Tibetan wives. In a few years time they have 
multiplied and replenished the earth with 
quite a progeny of sturdy little boys and 
aitls ; and when the history of China comes 
lo be written it will be discovered that some 
of those Batang children have played an im- 
portant part in the days of the young Re- 
public, Gezang Tsering is a notable example 
and so also is Liu Man-ching. 


In five or ten years’ time the Chinese gar- 
vison returns home and fresh soldiers take 
ils place, and-the Chinese soldier leaves a 
wife and several children. ‘The incoming 
soldier may take the wife ; the children be- 
come “orphans.” And this has been going 
on for a period of nearly 50 years. A Batang 
“orphan,” therefore, is a boy or girl who has 
been deserted by both parents, though the 
mother may still take some interest in her 
offspring. ‘The Standifirds undertook the 
support of six of theso children in 1933 when 
they left Batang for Tachienlu. As the 
Standifirds could speak neither Chinese nor 
‘Tibetan they undertook to teach the six 
‘orphans’ the English language and began 
their edueation with the Gospel according to 
John. ‘The ‘orphans’ made very good pro- 
gress and in a short time were able to’ act 
as interpreters in the preaching of the gospel. 
Being bi-lingual they could address, through 
Interpretation, both Chinese and ‘Tibetans. 
In this way, to some extent, the Standifirds 
were able to fulfl their ministry, and preach 
to the Tibetans. ‘The Gift of Tongues being 
still a bird in the bush the ‘orphans’ filled 
the gap and the message was proclaimed. 
Their boy Ves, now 7 or 8 years old, gained 
a fluent knowledge of the Tibetan language, 
‘and he, too, acted as one of the interpreters. 

Leaving Batang in the spring of 1933, the 
Standifirds, three in number, with six little 
“orphans” ‘started on a trek, unequalled in 
the history of border travel,’ which came to 
anend on July 10, 1939, No matter where their 
caravan travelled someone had to walk as 
they never had enough animals to go round 
the party. ‘They were nearly 40 days on the 
journey between this city and Batang. Three 
months spent in Tachienlu saw the party of 
‘eight once more on the trek, on its way down 
into. Yunnan, through the Yellow Lama's 
country. Standifird and his party then spent 



























































gorges of some of those rivers have to be 
seen to be appreciated. With little or no 
Imdwledge of the country, and most of the 
time without a guide of any kind, the party 
made its way from one point to another, 
sometimes reaching a place before dark and 
often missing it after dark. They bought a 
few donkeys to carry their meagre belong- 
ings and with these donkeys they covered 
most of the roads in lower Kham and Eas- 
tern Tibet. Robbers and food were peren- 
nial problems as frequently they left the 
beaten tracks and followed mountain paths ; 
and these roads Jed them into the haunts of 
‘wild and evil men, who frequently robbed 
them of their few belongings. ‘These things, 
however, troubled them very little as one of 
their ambitions was to reach these wild rob- 
ber tribes with the gospel message. 

South of the line between Lhasa and Ta- 
chienlu the country is more or less in the hands 
of Lolo and Tibetan brigands, who hold most 
of the highways in order to rob the large 
opium caravans on their way north from 
Yunnan, From 1938 till 1937 the Standifirds 
and their ‘orphans’ travelled about this wild 
stretch, frequently living among the robbers. 
‘and discovering something of their wild and 
lawless. doings. Their daily supply of food 
was another serious problem. In Tibetan 
country, where there is nomadic and village 
life, the people have some beautiful customs, 
and among them is the one of placing 
dzamba and butter-tea before the traveller 
‘as soon as he sits down. In Tibetan country 
no one need starve as one of the chief tenets 
of Lamaism and one that brings considerable 
merit is the entertaining of strangers. 

‘Lamas and drabas are travelling all the 
time between their homes in Kham and the 
big lamaseries in Lhasa ; and it has become 
the custom and privilege of the Tibetans 
along the highway to provide food and shel~ 
ter for those making the long, round, pilgrim~ 
age. In nomadic encampments the traveller 
will frequently find the low table before him 
spread with milk and cheese and butter and 
dzamba and the kindly invitation is no empty 
hospitality. The Standifirds and their 
‘orphans’ would be well cared for in nomadic 
country provided thelr mission was one of 
peace and goodwill. And in the Tibetan 
village the same holds good. A bag of 
dzamba and a pot of butter-tea are placed 
before the visitor and he is pressed to par- 
take. Travelling in such country the Standi- 
firds would find very little difficulty in feed- 
ing themselves or their "“orphans”—but among 
the lama brigands the hospitality is turned 
upside down. 

From Chiamdo in central Asia to Hong- 
kong by the sea the little “orphans” feet have 
patted the Tibetan and Chinese highways ; 
sometimes through sunshine and of times 
through rain; sometimes very tired and 
wearly and of times hungry and cold. In 
Hongkong they went aboard the United 
States warship Augusta and were probably 
the first Tibetan children ever to board this 
famous ship. It was a great day in the life 
of the “orphans” and no doubt a great day 
for the American sailor boys. But a long 
long journey had been accomplished before 
this mutual privilege could be enjoyed. At 
‘Hongkong there was some talk that the Tibe- 
tan “orphans” might be taken to Palestine, 
but passport difficulties were not easily over- 
come, so the long trek into the far interior 
started all over again. By this time, 1937, 
the children had become grown girls, though 
not one of them could tell their exact age. 
Some of them had a vague idea that they 
may have been born during the Mouse Year, 
or the Sheep Year, or the Monkey Year : be- 
yond that they knew nothing. Standifird 
Very soon discovered that mixed multitude, 
even of orphans, would not be a success. 
Before he picked them up they were running 
wild in the streets of Batang. Their fathers 
had disappeared and their mothers had re- 
married, so the children were quite free to 
please themselves. And they were not slow 
to take this priceless privilege. 














Naturally, with little or no paternal care 
or training, the “orphans,” especially the 





they arrived in Tachienlu they were rather 
a rough bunch and fought flersely among 
themselves. They had been taught to pray 
but abrsed this holy exercise by indulging 
in impreeatory prayers. Praying in Tibetan, 
a language their benefactors could not un- 
derstand, they got it back on each other 
during the prayer meeting. Finally for the 
peace and safety of Jerusalem the boys had 
to go or they mysteriously disappeared. The 
four girls continued the trek. One married 
and settled down in Yehchi on the left bank 
of the Mekong. One died of smallpox in 
Canton ; one died of tuberculosis in Chung- 
King; and Mary, now a young woman, re- 
turned with the ‘Standifirds to Tachienlu on 
April 23. During a year's absence at home 
the Standifirds left Lydia and Mary with a 
kindly river captain and his wife at Iehang. 
Arriving on the border on April 23 with Ves, 
their own child, and Mary the last of the 
“orphans” the Standifirds were determined to 
carry’ out their quest and find, if possible, 
the place of the vision they had in America 
before they came to China. Standifird saw 

his dream or vision a small grassy plot 
and on it a nimber of deer quietly grazing.

He was ngw of the opinion that this might be 
found soniewhere near Jyekundo, 40 days 
north west of Tachienlu. If the place was 
found he planned to carry on his journey to 
Nachuka, north of Lhasa, and continue on to 
India. To this end preparations were made 
and everything was moving smoothly when 
the whole family came down with typhoid. 
Being Faith Healers they refused all medical 
ministration and this involved them in a long 
and heavy siege which meant considerable 
adventure for those trying to nurse the, 
The three patients lay in one room ae 
absolutely refused to see a doctor. 

On June 20 Mrs. Standifird passed peace- 
tully away and was buried on the hillside 
overlooking the city, Mr, Standifird and 
‘Ves made a slow recovery and a few days 
after the arrival of Mr. and Mrs, Dodge and 
their four children the Standifirds decided to 
return to California. The Dodges, with four 
tiny little kiddies arrived on the frontier on 
July 2. They are hoping, after a few months 
in Tachienlu, to proceed to the interior. Mr. 
Dodge hopes to carry out the ambition of the 
Standifirds and bring a simple knowledge of 
the gospel to the dark Tibetans. ‘Their eldest 
‘child is six and the youngest is only somo 
months old. They have no knowledge of 
either Chinese or Tibetan but they hope to 
make a study of the latter language. With 
four tiny American children they will not 
find living or travelling in the interior very 
easy. But they have had a vision and that 
is the magnet that is drawing. 

W. H. Standifird was over 50 when he 








his six years trekking, before he returned to 
the States in 1937, he was doing what young 
‘men of 25 and 30 ought to have done. During 
his furlough in America the Dodges heard 
him speak and decided to follow the old 
warrior into the wilds of Tibet. ‘The death 
of Mrs. Standifird and the return of Mr. 
‘Standifird to the States has been a keen dis- 
appointment to them but they intend to carry 
on. ‘Mary, the last of the “orphans,” is stay~ 
ing here in Tachienlu. She has a good know- 
ledge of the English language having re- 
ceived some education in the Scottish Mission 
at Ichang. She has however no knowledge 
whatever of the written Chinese or Tibetan 
languages though she can read and write 
English. She is an earnest girl and devoted 
to her work in preaching the gospel on the 
streets here in Tachienlu. What she will 
ultimately do remains to'be seen. She is 
helping the Dodges but her desire is to be 
free to make known the Good News to the 
Tibetans and the Chinese,

From the very first moment when 
neolithic man made his appearance, 
50 to 70 millions of years ago, on what 
Arthur Balfour called the "humblest 
‘and meanest of all planets,” the 
shadow of Fear erept and remained 
by his side.

‘Magic, as described, analysed and 
expounded by Eliphas Lévi is not 
what the man-in-the-strect. imagises 
that it Is, ‘The man versed in the 
art of sleight of hand or of conjuring, 
such as we have all seen on the stage, 
fs not a true magician,

Fruit Bottling Made Easy 
A Nun's Homely Method 


Sister Gerard, O.P., of the Domini 
ean Convent, ‘Kelvedon, Essex, is 
responsible for the following method 
of bottling the generous autumn fruits 
against the winter days when nothing. 
Is to be had save expensive canned 
varieties 

‘Those (says Sister Gerard) who 
like myself are poor and unable to 
uuse expensive utensils may be glad 
to know of the follownig good, simple 
and perfectly sure of success ‘way of 
bottling oft fruits: 

1. Put sound fruit in stone jars, 
‘AUing the jars to the very top. “Put 
tno water, but on the top of each jar 
place a tin or lid of small pan. 

2. After you have cooked roast for 
dinner put jars in the oven at a tem- 
perature that would slowly cook a 
‘custard pudding, 

%. Boll sufficient water to cover 
the fruit when ready. 

4. Th about a quarter of an hour 
notice condition of your fruit.” If it 
is, as It were, beaded with perspira- 
tion and the colour slightly turned It 
is ready. 

8. Taiee jars out and pour bolted 
water just a few seconds off the boll 
fover the fruit. ‘Then tie down quick- 
ly and tightly with a pig's bladder, 
which can be bought at any butchers 
[This must be sealded before using in 
order to soften it 

&. Store in cool place and avoid 
moving jars until required for use.
